A statue, 
of i)orhai)« i)crishable material, that might 
bo botched by the sculptor, and the style 
of which luiiy be out of fashion in a gen- 
eration or two hence, seems a very poor 
alternative, and one for which tho mass of

The light, it is staled, v,as procedoi! by a 
bummona from tho English Admiral to 
Burreiidor in tho name of tho (Jueen, to 
which Senor Pierola roidied thai his ves- 
sel carried tho national Hag, and that the 
omblem would not be lo\yercd whilst tho 
Huascar had a gun to defend it. This very | 
"tall" language was backed up by oorres- 
peiuliiig action, since the conllict lasted 
for several hours. The account which has 
been sent homo in the loi\d journals has 
obviously been supidicd from the Peru- 
vian side, and it is satisf.ictory to si o that 
the skill aud daring showu by their op- 
ponents is fully admitted, "The Shah," 
•'. e are told, "fired her broadsides, and in 
a few moments ovorylliing on the Unas- 
car's liecks, except her masts, turret, i-nd 
siii(dvO-stack, had disappcretl.

Ib^avy shots from the Shuh clenli.>d the 
llunscar's turret, and a (i.itling gun 
swept her decks and riddled her smoke 
stark; aud \: hen after all this knocking 
about sho crept oil under cover of a fog, 
shojust managed to esrapea sli-am hiuiu'h 
with a torpedo which her i ndefat i^;ablo 
antagonists sont lo conqihUe lior do.-.true- 
tion. This is tho action which President 
Prado calls a " wanton outratje," and lor 
wliich, stimulnted apparently by tho 
clamours of the Lima mob, ho demands 
satisfaction. Now, although Peru is in 
more senses than one a contemptibUi foe, 
wo shall no more wrong her than thi^ big- 
gest Power which struts at tlie head of ii 
million armed men aud btstridts tv.o 
Continents. She is eutitled to justice, nu 
more aud no loss. If it turns that Ad- 
miral do Horsoy has been hastyin assum- 
ing that the Huascar hud embarked in 
piratical enterprises against lOnglish sub- 
jects, he will undoubteiUy be ci nsiueil. 
Still, we must not prejudge the ca-o 
against the gallant Ailniiral, and have no 
wjrds of Hym|)atliy or eumpiiaiout for u 
State whose bluster about "national hon- 
or" doou not prevent the systematic pil- 
lage of thousands of English families 
that in an evil hour for tlieinselves, so far 
trusted in the e;i'stence of Peru's " honor" 
as to invest their savings in their worth- 
loss bonds.

Any day a blow may fall and strain their 
roffourcos to tho utmost. ThoTurki are 
aetirely menai'ing tho Uiissian jHisitiou 
all round, and 'oy no means allow tho 
llii.Hsians to biul'd on tho assurance thut 
the ro will 1)0 uo hard li^hling until the 
Grand Duke Nicliohis gives the aigiiul to 
begin. The defenders of Schipka pass 
consist of but 20 coiupaiiio.H, consisting of 
relays of tho Bul;;arian Icfjion, and from 
a battalion of the '.)th liussian corps, tho 
second diviaiou lla,^ thoret'oio been divor- 
ted from its iutemlod destination before 
.I'luvna, atul is marching on Sohipkik pass, 
one brigade being at Grabova to-day, oad 
I the other at TirnoTa. In a recent visit to 



tho front before Plovna, I was surprised 
to find that so few roinforcenieuts as vet 
had reached tho Russian troops holdin" 
it. They aro unquestionably inferior in 
iDiml)er3 to Osmim Pasha's army. Com- 
pared with and before the battle there it 
but an addition of Roumanians and tho 
Kith division, but to-day there loo cross 
iug tho D.uiubo 8,000 reservci to fill up 
the gaps in the Utii corps. On tho other 
band Priiico Selmckoskoy has inarchod 
tiis brigade of tho thirty-second infantry 
L'livision l)ack to lii.s original position con- 
fronting Osman Pasha. Accordingly on 
tho Plevna front, when the ninth corps 
gets its complemeut, tho Russians will

Boughly, an estimato 
of the whole Russian force confronting 
Plovna m;iy bo put at from 65,000 to 75 
OUO men, There can be no qnestion of 
their eagerness to be allowed to fight 
again. Indeed, thoy don't smother thtir 
murmur.s at tho delay, which I think 
\7on't bo as long now I'ls most peopio im- 
auiuo. 'Tho Ruaaiaa autUoritios are 
greatly pleased with tho aiipeuranoe and 
apparent ellicioncy of tho Roumanian ar- 
tillery. The Boumauian troops are every- 
where now spoken of with a considera- 
tion not previously evinced. Tho bulk 
of roinfortauuonts aro somewhat delavod 
on tho way from the Bus.sian base but 
tho cavalry division of tho onardfl is ex- 
pi.'Ctod to cross the Danuba in a fortnight 
anil a brigade p_'r day to follow in a 
steady stream. Tho water is bad here. 
Tho empo'';,r has been slightly indispos- 
ed, but is .iiow (piite recoTorod.

Tho English military attache 
tnnisolf witnessed all tho.so proeeedin<'s 
The Russians disarmed the Mus,-,uliuen"of 
Eski Saghra, K'ezanlik and the lle,^dlbor- 
ing villages ami dir,tribiiteil tho arms 
among tho Jiulgarians, who drove down 
100 Mus.sulmeu to the riven- Tiuidja and 
massacred them. At Eski Saghra and its 
neighborhood the Bulgarians eoutinuc 
Iho mas.sacre of tho Mussulman popula- 
tion.

There was des- 
perate flghtiug for 14 hours, and although 
the Turks retained their .ground tho con- 
(juered enemy still hold their fortified 
positions, which were defended by 11 
cannon aud a largs forco. 'Tho telegram 
contdndos: To -morrow wo shall bring up 
our siege guns and renew the struggle, 
aud we hope to be successful.
